Mrs. Paul J. Christner, President of 
the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union of New Jersey and the Rev. Lawrence Sutherland, 
Superintendent of the Goodwill Home and Rescue Mission,Newark, were also afternoon speakers, 
Dr. Edward B. Dunford, attorney for the National Temperance L eague, Washington, D.C., spoke 
for that organization at the Dinner, which was largely attended by delegates and trustees from 
all over the state. The President, Mr. Walter R. Pruden, gave a very comprehensive report of the 
League’s work for 1950. Dr. George G. Hollingshead, the Treasurer, showed that the League 
was in better financial condition than it was in January 1950. An increased Budget was adopted 
to meet the expanding work.

In New Jersey the majority of churches approve 
of the program of the Temperance League of 
New Jersey.
